He 
added that unique decisions 
take place in the 137 Ala- 
bama school systems re- 
garding student 
achievement, holiday pref- 
erences, community events, 
teacher professional devel- 
opment, partnerships with 
local colleges and universi- 
ties, and workdays for edu- 
cators to meet with parents.

Elba Council approves work for police department fagade

The Elba City Council 
approved a bid Monday 
evening, Feb. 24, to allow 
work on the fagade of the 
police department building 
in downtown Elba. 

The council had received 
bid proposals from two 
companies — Catrett Con- 
struction and Parris Con- 
struction. The council 
awarded the work to Catrett 
Construcion of Opp, Ala. in 
the amount of $12,334. 

Council members said the 
building front would be 
painted a green color when 
the project is completed. 
They said this color would 
mimic the old dime store 
building on the square al- 
ready upgraded a while 
back. 

While on the subject of 
the police department, Po- 
lice Chief Leslie Hussey 
told council members that 
the new CAD [Computer 
Aided Dispatch] System for 
the department would go 
live next Tuesday, March 
31d. He said training has 
been underway this week 
for the system. 

“We are excited to get 
this system up and run- 
ning,” Hussey said. 

The chief also told coun- 
cil members the department 
would begin advertising this 
week a police officer va- 
cancy. He said the depart- 
ment is down one officer 
and needs to get that spot

filled. 

He noted that two officers 
currently at the police 
academy would be finished 
with their training in a cou- 
ple of weeks, and they 
would be returning to the 
force at that time. 

He said getting those two 
officers back and hiring 
another one would get the 
department to a point where 
the others would not have to 
work as much overtime 
soon. 


Area Happenings 


Chief Hussey discussed 
the ongoing Donta Rogers 
murder case. He said the de- 
partment is still actively 
working this murder case. 

Hussey said investigators 
need the weather to improve 
to allow them to be able to 
do some of the physical in- 
vestigative work, and they 
also are still awaiting some 
results from forensics. Ho- 
wever, he said the case re- 
mains very much open and 
active. 

Assistant city clerk Pat 
Boothe told council 
members that street depart- 
ment employees had been 
busy recently working on 
the levee trying to ensure 
everything is ready for an 
upcoming Corp of Engi- 
neers inspection. She said a 
recent check on all the flood 
pumps found them to be in 
good working order. 

In a review of the city’s 
financials, Mayor Mickey 
Murdock said he was ex- 
cited to see that sales tax in- 


come remains 5% higher for 


the year-to-date figures this 
year compared to last year. 

“JT wouldn’t have pre- 
dicted it myself but hope- 
fully it will keep going in 
this direction,” Murdock 
said. 

Overall, he said he is 
happy with the financials at 
this point for the city. He 
did not that salaries are 
higher than projected but 
feels this could be due to all 
the overtime within the po- 
lice department due to an 
officer shortage there. He 
said hopefully that would 
even out as the year pro- 
gresses.

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EDITORIAL

Next Tuesday, March 3, Alabama voters will troop to the 
polls for their first chance to voice an opinion — at least col- 
lectively. Many Elba area voters will be voting at the Elba 
Church of Christ this year and NOT at the Claxton Avenue 
Recreation Center. 


Both Democrats and Republicans will be voting on an 
amendment to the Alabama constitution. It will change the 
state board of education from an elective office to one ap- 
pointed by the Governor. The Superintendent of Education 
will be named by this group and confirmed by the State 
Senate. There are strong forces on each side of this issue. 
A negative is that it removes the citizens from the selection 
process. A positive is in the terrible decisions that crop up 
from time to time from the elected Alabama School Board. 
Educators seem to want to keep the status quo rather than 
‘change’ and that in itself can be good or bad. At this writ- 
ing we will probably stick with what we have and vote NO 
on the amendment. It is often better to keep the devil you 
have rather than get one with unknown ideas and traits. Ho- 
wever, Alabama schools continue to grade low on student 
achievement, attendance and graduation rates and it is not 
all ‘money for education’ issues. 


The Republican ballot is long, but most of the names are 
people fighting to be a Republican Convention delegate — 
voting for Donald Trump for another term as president. We 
scanned the list and saw several names that were familiar, 
but not many. In our mind the easiest thing to do is vote in 
the top group which lists Donald Trump, Bill Weld and ‘un- 
committed’ and skip all 24 or so of the various delegate 
votes. 


Democrats have far more candidate names to review in the 
presidential race. There are 14 candidates listed, even 
though some of them have already officially dropped out 
of the race. 


There is one County Commission race on the Republican 
ballot. Incumbent Kim Ellis is challenged by Joseph M. 
“Mike” Bailey. 


In the U. S. senator race, Republicans have seven choices. 
Pollsters sometimes can ask questions and announce 
numbers in a way to secretly help a particular candidate. 
However, in this race most pollsters are coming up with 
Jeff Sessions in the lead (also with almost $2 million left 
in his war chests) and Bradley Byrne or Tommy Tuberville 
with a chance at being in the run-off with Sessions. We sus- 
pect that Sessions will ultimately be nominated as the Re- 
publican winner again but only after a lively runoff with 
one of the two other names above. 


The Democrats will not see the U S Senate race on their 
ballot, as the incumbent Doug Jones is unopposed for the 
nomination. 


The 2nd District House of Representatives race is wide 
open with the incumbent not seeking re-election. Again the 
polls show Dothan’s Jeff Coleman leading. He is young 
(53), a businessman and spending lots of money on the 
campaign. Trailing him for a possible shot at a runoff is 
Elba native Troy King of Montgomery. Barry Moore of En- 
terprise ran a strong second two years ago but the crowded 
field has him probably at third place (or lower) in most 
polls, Coleman has faced some negative feedback over a 
federal court case dealing with false billing by employees 
of his moving company. We testified in a similar case years 
ago that was absolutely pie-in-the-sky charges (and the jury 
found the moving companies innocent) so we put little 
stock in Coleman’s case charges. 


The Democrats have two candidates in this race. Phyllis 
Harvey-Hall and Dothan’s Nathan Mathis. Nathan is the 
better known but we have no idea what any polls are show- 
ing in this race. Either way, we expect the Republican to 
win. Republicans have held this seat since Goldwater race 
for President. 


Greg Shaw has one opponent in his race for re-election to 
the Alabama Supreme Court. Cam Ward is well known 
around Alabama and a mover and shaker in the Alabama 
legislature. It bothers us a bit though that a candidate for 
the Supreme Court (Ward) is also running as a delegate to 
the political convention. The Democrats have no one on the 
ballot for this race. 


Court of Civil Appeals Place #2 will have Phillip Bahakel 
and Matt Fridy on the Republican ballot. Each is as strange 
tous as their unusual last names. Nothing on the Democrat 
ballot here. 


Republican incumbent Mary Windom is challenged by 
Melvin Hastings for the nomination Place #1 on the Court 
of Criminal Appeals. Again, no Democrat primary chal- 
lenge in this race. 


Place #2 in the Court of Criminal Appeals has three candi- 
dates. Jill Ganus, Beth Kellum (incumbent) and Will Smith. 
We hear no complaints on Kellum’s work. 


President of the Public Service Commission Twinkle An- 
dress Cavanaugh (Republican) is seeking re-election and 
is facing Robin Litaker. The Democrats have two candi-

It just seems to Lou Lou like the best option on this par- 
ticular amendment is to say “no” to those trying to get the 
change. There has to be an underlying reason for such a 
change. 

Let’s elect those state board of education members as we 
have in the past, and then, let’s fo 

rce them to do a better job than has been done. 

The best way to handle an elected official is to constantly 
berate them when we feel they are doing wrong and/or not 
doing the best they can for us as constituents. They at least 
know if they do not adhere to the people, they will find 
themselves voted out the next go around. 

It just seems to Lou Lou that a commission with ap- 
pointed members will not be concerned as much by the out- 
rage of the constituents as they are with pleasing the 
person(s) who put them in that spot.

Troy University legendary band director 
Dr. Johnny M. Long dies at age 94 


Troy University lost a 
legend. Dr. Johnny M. Long 
passed away at his home on 
Monday evening, Feb. 24, at 
age 94 after a brief illness 
and more than a year of 
declining health. 

“Dr. Johnny Long has 
been an icon of Troy 
University and band music 
throughout the world. His 
leadership, not only of the 
Sound of the South 
Marching Band and the 
University but also to 
generations of musicians, 
conductors and music 
educators across the globe, 
has made a_ significant 
impact in bringing our 
world and our cultures 
closer together,” said 
Chancellor Dr. Jack 
Hawkins, Jr. “He promoted 
the very best in his students, 
in music and in 
understanding of our world. 
His death leaves a void in 
leadership in many areas, 
and his friendship will be 
deeply missed.” 

Dr. Long, who served as 
director of bands at TROY 


from 1965-1996, was a past 
president of the American 
Bandmasters Association 
and is a member of the 
National Band Association’s 
Hall of Fame of 
Distinguished Band 
Conductors and the 
Alabama Bandmasters Hall 
of Fame. In 2010, Dr. Long 
was named honorary 
president of the National 
Band Association, and in 
2011, was the subject of a 
feature piece for CBS 
Evening News on_ his 
continued involvement as 
conductor of the Southeast 
Alabama Community Band. 
In 2012, he was elected 
Honorary Life Member of 
the American Bandmasters 
Association.

Lady Tigers ousted in 
Final Four opener 


The Elba Lady Tigers saw 
their historic season come to 
an end Monday morning 
with a 56-35 loss to the top- 
ranked Spring Garden Lady 
Wildcats, at the AHSAA 
Class 1A State Basketball 
Tournament, in Birming- 
ham. 

The Lady Tigers pulled 
even at 2-2 early in the 
semifinal clash on a basket 
by Jaylin Baker, but Spring 
Garden canned _ three- 
pointers on its next two trips 
down the court to grab an 8- 
2 lead, and while Elba did 
get within 8-4 with 5:16 left 
in the opening quarter on a 
short jumper by Melissa 
Williams, the Lady Wildcats 
added two more three- 
pointers late in the stanza to 
open up a 16-6 advantage.

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“Our board is charged 
with making decisions that 
are in the best interest of our 
students and student 
achievements,” Moseley 
said.

Moseley said local deci-

The resolution asked poli- 
cymakers to leave the calen- 
dar authority at the local 
level, and they further asked 
lawmakers _ representing 
Elba City Schools and its cit- 
izens to vote against any bill 
which proposes to outline a 
statewide start and/or end 
date for Alabama public 
schools. : 

Moseley said a copy of the 
resolution would be 
recorded in the meeting’s 
minutes, as well as, provided 
to the Alabama Association 
of School Boards, each 
member of its Legislative 
delegation, and the Goy- 
emor. 
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
